vs. Arlington 
still on lire 


Local ofiicials 
testify; court 
costs heavy

Village 
of 
A rlington 
H eights is on the receiving end 
of a $100,000 law suit th at has 
been off and on the fire for so 
m any m onths, th at it has become 
a bad dream th a t is now rea r­ 
ing its head .for the nth tim e. 
The plaintiffs are represented 
by 
M arkm an-Donovan, 
Sullivan. 
H earings are held before Howard 
A. Brundage, a m aster in chan­ 
cery. 
A rlington H eights citizens who 
have recently testified are J. D. 
Flentie, form er m ayor, 
Wm. F. 
Meyer, treasu rer; 
E. F. Laurin, 
auditor; and W alter K rause Jr., 
form er alderm an. Opposing coun­ 
cil are objecting to alm ost all test­ 
imony presented by the witnesses. 
The 
plaintiffs 
have 
evidently 
dropped th eir plea th at legal and 
engineer fees were wrongly paid 
out of other than the first in­ 
stallm ent. 
They are asking for 
paym ents to them of all money 
allegedly wrongly paid to various 
holders of big sewer bonds. They 
claim that the division of money 
received by a 
form er treasu rer 
was not made according to sta t­ 
ute. 
They deny the counter claim of 
the 
village 
th a t 
a 
gentlem an’s 
agreem ent had been entered into 
between the owner of the bonds 
and the village 
regarding the 
selection of the bonds to be pan? 
from funds available from tim e to 
time. There is no w ritten evidence 
of the agreem ent in the m inutes. 
but village witnesses all agree on 
the tact th at the agreem ent wras 
made. 
The cas# will probably be car­ 
ried to the suprem e court by eith­ 
er side. 
In the m eantinie, the 
court costs are running up and 
the taxpayers are certain to be 
faced 
with

staggering bill,

for 
attorney 
fees,

costs and perhaps a judgm ent if 
the suit is lost.

Open Letter to Parents 


DEAR PARENTS: 


' Are the parents of Arlington Heights interested in good 
movie entertainment for their children? The Better Films 
committee, representing all civic and religious groups, is 
acting upon the belief that they are concerned about the 
kind of pictures they see. 


Convincing evidence of such concern was the first 
meeting in the field house May 26, called by a committee 
of the Woman’s club. Every organization was represented 
and all speakers stressed the desirability of selecting movies 
which dramatize the real values of life. These spokesmen 
for the community resolved to put their convictions into 
action. A committee was chosen to cooperate with JMr. 
Knapp, manager of the Arlington Theatre, in providing 
high grade juvenile entertainment for children’s matinees. 
The undersigned are the members of this committee. 


Analyzing our task we approached the difficult problem 
of selection on the basis of these two standards: I. The 
picture must appeal to children. 2. It must be good in its 
effects, emotionally and morally. Since your committee 
found it impractical to preview current films personally, it 
was decided to study the recommendations of other experi­ 
enced organizations and reliable publications in this field. 
Following these rules after a thorough investigation four 
feature pictures were chosen to be shown during four 
consecutive Saturday matinees. 


July third gave the children a picture that stirred their 
finest emotions, “Biscuit Eater,’’ a touching story of a boy’s 
loyalty to his dog. Last Saturday that historical master­ 
piece, “Araham Lincoln in Illinois,” appeared on the screen. 


“Peck’s Bad Boy at the Circus” starring Tom Conway 
and Ann Gillis, is the film attraction this Saturday. This 
picture is universally popular with children and it has the 
endorsement of Better Films Council. Three fine shorts 
complete two hours of good entertainment. Your youngsters 
will like the sport specialty “Buying A Dog.’* and of course 
the Popeye Cartoon, “Jolly Good Furlough,” will receive 
loud acclaim. 
' 


Two enjoyable shorts, a comic cartoon and an infor­ 
mation topic, make a full program for every matinee. 
In addition to the screen entertainment your commit­ 
tee undertook to sponsor a Juvenile Theatre Group. Prop­ 
erly directed dramatics for children, we believe, is a de­ 
sirable outlet for the use of self expression and a most 
ejective method of developing poise and self confidence. 
Mrs. Andrews, teacher of speech and dramatic art in 
our public schools and beloved by her pupils for her un­ 
derstanding guidance, consented to direct this new venture 
for a period of six weeks. The response of the parents and 
children was beyond expectations. 
Nearly one hundred 
children from primary to high school classes enrolled in 
the course. Arranged into three age groups they are re­ 
hearsing short plays for presentation at the matinees. 
Their efforts have been well received as a pleasant varia­ 
tion of the movie program. 
Oui Junior Players are presenting an amusing playlet 
Saturday “Home By Midnight.” The situation is really fun 
and will be capably handled by Barbara Ashcraft, Jack 
Monroe, Joan Leckband, Dick Arnold and Norman Ashcraft. 
Arlington Heights has the right to be proud of this 
community undertaking and will not shirk its civic re­ 
sponsibility to support it loyally for the good of her own 
children. We, whom you have chosen to execute your 
wishes, cannot accomplish our task, unless you, the parents, 
allow your children to attend these community sponsored 
matinees. Mr. Knapp has given us generous cooperation in 
every way and is backing this project financially. Whether 
this experiment in a community selected program of ju­ 
venile films is a success, depends on the mothers and fathers, 
who believe in such ideals. The question involves this chal­ 
lenge: Do we want a choice in the selection of films for 
our children? Our town has been given the unusual privil­ 
ege of-deciding what kind of pictures our children may see. 
The test of appreciation is the attendance of you in the 
next two matinees. Good pictures are more expensive than 
inferior ones. To guarantee continuance of this project it 
must be a financial success. 
We invite parents, who are pals and partners in their 
children’s activities to see the pranks of Peck’s Bad Boy 
at the Circus and the talented performance of our Juvenile 
Theatre Group this Saturday, I p. rn. at the Arlington 
Theatre.

The

H eights Swim­ 
m ing Pool has been the unfortun­ 
ate victim of circurstances. It is 
believed th at if the swim m ers of* 
our comm unity know 
the 
facts, 
thap they will co-operate willingly 
until the pool can be placed back 
in operation. 
The facts are these: due to the 
heavy rains of Tuesday afternoon, 
of a week ago the w ater of the 
surrounding 
park 
area 
filtered 
through the ground and into the 
filtration room located a t the east 
end of the swimm ing pool proper. 
The w ater came into the sump so 
fast th at the sump pump could 
not take care of it th e re b y allow ­ 
ing the w'ater to rise over the 
m otors of the circulating system 
which are located near the flood. 
Because of the necessity for dry­ 
ing out the m otors, w iring, and 
other electrical equipm ent it was 
impossible to resum e filtration un­ 
til Thursday noon. 
In the mean tim e the heavy ra w 
fall had diluted the Bromine con­ 
ten t in the pool so severely th a t 
it set up r. condition conducive to 
the grow th of green Algae. Algae 
is a single celled plant common to 
open w ater. The real objection to 
this 
grow th 
is 
the* appearance 
which it lends to the w ater espec­ 
ially when chemicals have been ad­ 
ded to kill it. 
A fter the filtration plant re­ 
sumed operation Thursday a fte r­ 
noon the chemicals killed a large 
p art of the algae, but the min­ 
ute plants adhered so tig h tly to 
the floor and wails of the pool 
th at it became necessary to drain 
the pool and wash it down w ith 
an acid bath before refilling. The 
pool employees are working day 
and night to restore the pool for 
swimm ing activities. 
It is hoped th at the pool will 
be opened Friday afternoon unless 
some unforseen happens.

* ACK in 1940, after the Nazi onrush through Holland and 
France, many were still saying, "This is not our problem.” Not so 
[Walter Lippmann, columnist and political analyst. At that time he 
JU wrote, eloquently exhorting Americans to 
arouse from their “sleepwalking” to the 
$ desperate peril that overhung our nation. 
Walter Lippmann has long been a fear­ 
less fighter for causes in which he believes. 
In his nine years on the New York World, 
he was able to rouse public opinion and 
guide it in many matters of social reform. 
In recent years, as columnist for one of the 
largest syndicates, his opinions and be­ 
liefs have influenced a nationwide audi­ 
ence. 
His new book, “U. S. Foreign Policy,*' 
which is a Book-of-the-Month Club se­ 
lection for July, is a thought-provoking 
work that probes deep into one of the most critical problems affecting 
this nation. Mr. Lippmann’s thesis is that the United States has had 
no unified and effective foreign policy since 1900. That, he says, is 
why we blundered into the First World War, why the attempted 
* world settlement afterward was bungled, why we were unable to 
prevent a second war. The future security of the United States, Mr. 
\ Lippmann argues, rests on an alliance between tjjis country, Great 
Britain and Russia. 
You may or may not agree with the thesis advocated by the author 
of “U. S. Foreign Policy.” Nevertheless, this is a book sure to arouse 
extensive controversy and to be widely read and discussed.
